the ſnbjec be well choſen, the ſeaſon 
wellfixd , and, to be ſhort, that his 
whole produftion be maturd to fee 
the light by a juſt courſe of time, 
and judicious deliberation. Other» 
wiſe, though with ſome of theſe con- 
ditions he may perhaps attain com- 
mendationz yet withaut them: all he 
cannot deſerve pardon, For indeed 
whoſoever he be that comes in Print 
whereas he might have ſate ac home 
In quiet, does either make a Treat, or 
{rad a Chalenge to all Readers in 
which caſes, the firſt, it concerns

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him to have no ſcarcity of Proviſions, 
and in the other to be compleatly 
Arm'd : fori! any thing be amis on 
eithcr part, men are ſubj.& ro (corn

condition to which every man that 
will Write a Book muſt be contear 
with patience to ſubmit, 

But, among all the differences of 
y.1cing, he that does publiſh ag Inve- 
| , Ve, 
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Qive, does it at his utmoſt peril, and 
*ris bur juſt that it (ſhould be ſo. For 
a mans Credit is of (o natural and 
high concernment to him, that the 
preſerving of it better, was perhaps 
none of the leaſt inducements at firſt 
roenter into the bonds of Society, 2nd 
Civil Governmeut; as that Govern- 
ment too muſt at one time or other be 
diſſolved where mens Reputation 
cannot be under Security, Tis 
dearer than lite it ſelf, and (to uſea 
thought ſomething perhaps too deli- 
cate, yct not alcogether unreaſonable) 
ifbefide the Laws of Murther men 
have thought fir, out of reſpeR to 
humane nacure, that whatſoever elle 
moves to the death of man ſhould 
be forfeit. to pious uſes , why ſhould 
there not as well be Deodands for 
Reputation And this I intend not 
only of thoſe who publiſh ignominious 
falſhoods,to whom no Quarter ought 
to be granted, but even of ſuch 
partly who by a truth too officious 
ſhall procure any mans infamy. For 
tis better that evil men ſhould be 
left in an undiſturbed poſſcſhon, of 

thei 
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their repute, how unjuſtly ſoever 
they may haveacquired it, then thar 
the Exchange and Credic of mankiad 
ſhould be univerſally (haken, wherein 
the beſt roo will ſuffer and be invol- 
ved Iris onething to do that which 
is juſtifiable , but another that which 
is commendable, anc I ſuppole every 
prudent VVriter aims at both : bur 
how can the Author of an InveRive, 
though never ſo truely founded , ex- 
peRt approbation (unleſs from ſuch as 
love to ſee milchief at other mens 
expence) who, in a world al! turniſhed 
with ſibjets of praiſe, inſtruction 
and learned inquiry , ſhall ſtudjouſly 
chule and ſer himſelf apart ro com- 
ment upon the blemiſhes and imper- 
tetions of ſome particular perion > 
Sach nien do (eldom miſs too of their 
own reward : for whereas thoſe that 
treat of innocent and benign argu- 
ment are repreſented by the «Muſes, 
they that make ir cheir buſineſs fo ſet 
out others il|-favouredly do pals for 
Satyres, and theinſelves are ſure to be 
perſonated with prick-ears, wrinkled 
horns, and cloyen feer, 

Yet 
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Yet if for once to write in that ſtile 
may be lawful, diſcreet or neceſſary, 
to do it a ſecond time 1s Iyable to 
greater Cenſure, Not fo much be-

For 
they being Mea of the fame Sprrit 
with others, and no leſs ſubje& to 
Humane Paſſions, but confined with- 
Inthe regularity of their FunRion ; Tr 
Is indeed unmanly, whatioever ſcuffle 
others may makeamong themielves, 
d vilife or treat them with thoſe 
| affronts 
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affronts which nothing but the reſpe& 
ot Decency or Conlcience could hin- 
der them from relenting as well as 
others, Bur (which is moreconfi- 
derable) whoever too ſhall fix upoa 
them an ill report, do's thereby tru- 
ſtrate the very effe& of their miniſtry 
in proportion, For though Baptiſa 
is not to be vacated by the contra- 
ry intention of him that officiates, 
yet few Men will or can be perſwaced 
by his DoQrine, whoſe praftice they 
concciveto be oppoſite, A converſa- 
tion d.ﬀf ring from Docrine 1s Spiri- 
tuil Non-{ence: Neither will Men 
believe by 'the Ear, when their Eye 
informs them otherwiſe. It an Ar- 
r:ficer indeed make his Work fit tor 
Mens wearivg , 'tis ſufficient : Or 1! 
he that Sells have good ot the kind, 
Men inquire no further, No Mans 
Shooe wiings him the more becauſe ot 
the -Heterodoxy, or the tipling of his 
%, Shooe-maker : And a Billet burns 4s

notice of its that ] am ſo far from 
thinking enviouſly of the Revenue of 
the Church of England, that (though 
I will not as you do call that Sacriledge 
which makes up the « ſtates of ſo many 
of the Nobility and Gentry of Eng- 
land, and of which the Church too 
hathits part, if it be Sacri'edge,) that 
I think in my Conſcience it 1s all but 
roo little, and wiſh with all my heart 
that there could be ſome way fcund 
oor eo augment it, But in the mean 
time, to tell you my heart, for what 
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needs diſſembling among friends >) I 
:m inclinable ro think , as the Reve- 
nue now ſtands, th:re is ſometimes 
an errour in the Diſtribution. And 
ſorexamp'e, 1 think ir is a ſhame that 
ſuch an one as you ſhould for writing 
of Political , flattering , perſecuting, 
ſcandalous Books , be recompens'd 
with more preferment, then would 
comfortably maintaiu cen Godly Or- 
thocox and Conformable M'a:ſters, 
who take care of the pcoples Sou's 
committed to their charge and reſide 
among them Whereas you, as be- 
lag too great for your Sacred imploy- 
ment, muſt be excrciſing it by your 
Spiritual Deputy or Deputies , and 
one of them ſo notot ious, that, though 
married , it was his uſual practice , 
under pretence of ſtudying late at 
nighe for his Sermons, to lye with his 
Maid Mary Parker before-mentioned, 
ndin ſtead of inſtructing your Patiſh 
In the Fruits of the Spirit , he gave 
them an example of the Works of the 
Flſh, which are theſe, Adultery, For- 


nication, Uncleanneſs, Laſcivioa(- 


weſs, &c, ſo ſar indeed cxculable, if,

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23s 'tis ſaid, after he had finiſhed the 
work, he attempted to adminiſter 
ſomething co undoe it again, and make 
the fruit abortive, You in the mean 
time, as it you were an Exempt of 
the Clergy, and as Parſon can trank 
mit over the Cure of Souls to your 
Curate,ſaunter about City and Coun- 
trey whither your gilt Coach and 
extravagance will carry you , ſtarving 
your People and pampring your Hot- 
ſes, fo that a poor man cannot ap- 
proach their heels withour dying fort. 
I ſpeak not of ſta'e Achroniſmes, but 
of things that rea'ly happend all 
fince the wriring of your Reproof, and 
which deſerve one better, For what 
realon can you alledge why you ſhould 
gluttonize and devour, as much 3 
would honeſtly ſuffice ſo many of your 
Brethren that cake pains in the word, 
like the great Eater of Kent when you 
are either ſounable or (> dull axd laty 
that you do not one mans labour? 
This is the great bane and ſcandal ol 
the Church,that ſuch Livings as more 
immediately belong to it ſhould be the 
worſt ſupplyed, and that you and =_ 
ev 
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few Ingroſſers like you ſhould repre- 
ſeat your {elves Sy ſo ignorant and 
vicious Curates, men not fit to be 
mention'd in the ſame Colle&, and 
won whom indeed the 5pirit of Grace 
cannot deſcend but by Mzracle : and 
while things are no better order'd, 
itis not ſtrange at ail if Non contor- 
mity take root and ſpied further 
among Conſciencious perions, nor 
that the Revenue of the Church, 
though in ir ſelt coo flender, thould 
nevertheleſs appear too great and 
evious by the manner of Diſtri- 
bution, This is more then I ſhould 
tave ſaid, had not you by your unſea- 
lonable diſcourſes drawn it our of me, 
but however is intended principally 
to your ſelf : though as long as the 
Church ſhall nor think fit to repreſs 
ſuck Writers it is unavoidable , bur 
that ſome faults already too vilible 
ſhould be mention'd.

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purpoſe is it, Atheiſm,or not Atheiſm, 
and what difference in the matter, if 
under pretext ot Divinity an Uncon- 
troulable Principle be intinuated and 
obtruded to the invaſion of all the 
Rights of Mankind and Priviledges of 
Reson : if an Unlimited and Abſo. 
lute Power be challenged in things of 
Eccleſiaſtical as well as Civil , and of 
Civil as wcll as thoſe of Eccleſiaſtical 
Conſideration * and I think under one 
or other of theſe all are compre- 
hended. 

I have ſomething a troubleſome 
and unneceſlary task herein if I were 
todeal with a perſon of ordinary inge- 
nuity ; for his Book is in Print, and1 
have alſo: in Priat charged this upon 
him, and nevertheleſs by this laſt 
Book he puts me again upon this 
double drudgery , to prove firſt that 
he ſaid it, and afterwards to prove 
that he meant what he ſaid, But, 
though I know this is only a piece of

Foras to Nero, beſide his perſonal 
vices, which can ſcarce be imitated 
or parallel'd but by Calizels, I will 
but ſuccintly mention how he be- 
bav'd himſelt to the Publick in the

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courſe of his Government, If men 
bequeath'd nothing to him by their 
laſt Wills and Teſtaments in token of 
gratitude to the Prince, he confilca, 
ted the whole eſtate, and fined all 
Lawyers whatſoever by whole advice 
ſuch Wills had been drawn, He de- 
creed, thar, though there were but 
one [*\{1 mer, it (ſhovid ſuffice rocon- 
vict men of Trea(0n,ceither for Words 
or Ativns, W henſoever he beſtow'd 
an Othce, he did it with theſe Inſtry- 
Guons : Tow wnderſtand what 1 have 
nd of, and therefore let us make it yur 
befine(s, that no man may bave any ay 
which he can call his own. Beſide (0 
many particular inſtances of Say 

cruelty , he defign'd ro cur off « 

heads of all the Governors of Provin- 
ces, To poylon the whole Senate at 
a Dinner, To burathe City, and at 
the ſame time to turn out Wild beaſts 
among the Pcople ro terrific them 
from qvenching che Fire, A blazing 
St:7 :ppearing, he reſolv'd to divert 
t''c Omes ir0:n his own head, by the 
Maſſacte ©: all the Nobility, .and the 


moſt ccuftderavle perſons in _ 
c 
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He did cauſe the City of Rome to be (et 
on fire, and (o careleſly , that divers 
of his Officers, being taken with fire 
and flax in their hands, and inthe very 
i&, yer were let go for fear of offen- 
ding him, and ſome houſes not being 
 ealily burne he took care to have 
them beaten dowa with Engines, Ar, 
though it was maniteſt how it wos yJe- 
fiened an2 :Red, he derived the crime 
of all this upon the innocent Chri- 
ſins. He Sacrilegioufly took the 
Donatives from the Temples and 
melted down the Images of the very 
Tutelar Gods of Rowe ro make mo- 
ney. He contemned all Religions, 
and particularly is reckon'd to have 
been the firſt Perſecutor of Chriſtia- 
nity, He affirmed publickly , that 
nom of bis Predeceſſors bad known their 
ewn Power : the very ſame words in 4 
manner, and ſpoke in the ſame ſenfe 
thoſe of our Author, that Gor. ernors 
have not been throvghly inſtrudted in the

Non conformiſts to the Oart, and on 
demn'd them to the Galleys, The Cen. 
clufion of this Tragedy is common; 
how Nero was by the Senate pro. 
claim'd an Enemy to the Stare, and 
Sentenced to be puniſh'd after the 
Ancient manner ; that is to be ſtripp'd 
naked, and his head held up with a 
Fork,till he were whipp'd unto Death; 
bur chis by another death he preven- 
ted, This is I ſuppoſe one, Mr. Bayes, 
of your #ncontroulable Magiſtrats, 
theſc his Unreaſona!/e Impoſitiins, and 
this your Diſſolution of the Government, 
and you think 'twas better that this 
Nero had ſti!] reign'd then that Calbs 
ſhould have ſiicceeded, I would all 
of you thatare of that mind had ſuch 
Governors, And thus much concet- 
ning Neve. 

Burt now a$ to Caligula and his Im- 
Fofitions, Whar Ciipolition he was of 
he manifefied by his meſhing that all the 
People of Rome had but one Neck : be- 
de that, he was uſed to lament the 
wnhappine(s of his time, becauſe it wa 
not fignaliz'd by any publick Calamity; 
(as it there nceded any other Cala- 

mity 
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nity but his Government, and he 


himſelt bad not abundantly fupply'd 
the defect of any other misfortune) 
whereas, (aid he, the Reign of Auguſtus 
'w felicitated by the defeat of Varus 
and bis Legions, 45 Tiberius his was me- 
morable for the fall of the Amphitheatre 
& Fidence (in the ruines of which 
Txeaty thouſand men periſh'd ) but 
mwnfortuna'e proſperity will leave me 
indanger of being ingloriows after death 
and fergctten. Bur he took good and 
efeQual care to the contrary. He 
"2s often heard to (ay, that he would 
trtainly yeduce things into ſuch a con- 
dition , that the Lawyers ſhould not have 
any thing to ſay or do, but what he 
llozeht juſt and equitable : and he was 
8 g00d a$ his word, The things may 
ve (een in particular 1a his Hiſtory : 
his whole Reign having been a Pan- 
cect of Rapine and Tyranny, and his 
ule by which he proceeded , that be 
might do what he pleas'd with whom he 
Plew'd : As to the Sacred Rites and 
Ihtr Preſid-xts, take one inſtance. The 
Prieſt being ready to offer a Sacrifice at 
the Altar, he touk upon himſelf , ac- 

cording 
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cording to the uwnalterable difdates of No 
taral Reaſon, to exerciſe the Prieffbud 
in perſon, and having veſted himſelf 
in the Power, ſo too in the Sacerdotl 
habit, he took up the Mallet, and 
feigning to knock the Beaſt down, in 
ſtead thereof ſtruck down the Officer 
who ſtood by with the Knife, Which 
ſhould methinks be a ſufficient caution 
unto Church-men hereafter how they 
truſt the Civil Magiſtrate with exer- 
ciſing the tooles of the Pricſthood, 
Bur his is nothing in reſpeR of what 
foll»»s, He commanded that the 
Statue of Fapiter Olympins among 
many others ſhou'd be broughe over 
from Greece, and their heads taken off 
ro place his in the room of 'm, He 
ſeated himſelf ofren inthe middle be- 
ewixt Caſtor and Pollux to be adored 
by the People. He builta Temple to 
himſelf, and appoinced Prieſts to his 
own Divinity : and even then there 
wanted .not ambitious men , who by 
favour aſpired rothat Office, or pur- 
chaſed it by Simony z upon any Eccle- 
fiaſtical vacaacy. The Sacrifices ap- 
pointed for his own Worſhip, wete 

Peacocks, 
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Peacocks, Pheafants, and all orher the 
delicateſt Fow], and of greateſt rarity, 
He rook upon him che Egfigns of ail 
the Gods : the Lion from Hercules , 
the Caps from the Caſtors, the Ivy 
and Thyrſis from Liber, the Caduceus 
from Mercury, the Sword Hclmer ahd 
Buckler trom Mars, the Crown Bow, 
Arrows and Graces from ApeHo, He 
made love to the AJvon, and pretended

Platonick Philoſophy) to keep their 
Sabjeas trom Arms , from Letter, 
and trom Propriety, For as you (aid 
formerly there are few ations ( whe- 
ther of che Governour or of the Peg.

Tran;uillity will n8! render vinws, 
wh-tſoever the atbions be in their ons 
mature. How others will judge of it 
I know not, or how far Princes will 
think that Expedient which you affirm 
neceflary : but certainly 1t this courſe 
were once effecually taken, the whole 
year would conſiſt of Halcyon Holy- 
dayes, and the whole world tree from 
Storms and Tempeſts would be 1ulld 
and dand!ed into a Biumall (Quiet, 
Neither are you more diſtin in the 
matter of Neccflity, wherein, it being 
the Original t-om which you firſt de- 
rive all this Abſolute and Unlimited 
Government, it behoved you it ever 
to have ſhown you Heraldry, For 
though Neceſſity be a very ho- 
nourablc Name of good extration and 
alliance, yet there are ſeveral Families 
of the Nectflities, as in yours of Bayes, 
and though ſome of 'm are Patrician 
yet 
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yet others afe Plebeian. There is firſt 
o'all 2 necefſity; that ſome have talk' 
of, and which Imention'd you ia my 
{ormer Book, that *«*as pre-eternal to 
all chings, and exerciled dominion not 
only over all humane things, but over 
Firiter hiauſelt and the reſt of the De. 
ticss and drove the great Tron nail 
r-oraugh the Axle-rree of Nature, 1 
have ſome ſuſpicion that you would 
have men underſtaad it of your ſelf, 
:nd that you are that Neceſfiry, For 
whar can you be leſs or other who have 
given an Abſolute and Ualimited 
Power to Princes , who have made 
Niture preexiſtent to our Saviour, 
and preeminent , and have therefore 
forced him co ſubſcribe toits dictates, 
and confirm its grants though to his 
own derogation and prejudice , who 
have obliged Providence to diſpenſe 
Power to the Magiſtrate according ta 
your good pleaſure, and herein have 
chimd to your ſelf that Qniverſal 
Di&aorſhip of Neceſlity over God 
and Man, thongh it were but Claws 
figendi cau/a, and ro ſtrikethorow all 
Government, Humane and _ 
wit 
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with the great Hammer 2 There i; 
another which may be named the Ne. 
ceſſity oft the Neck, or Caligul(s 
Neceſſity before ſpoke of ; that is 
tiiar the whole body of the People 
ſhould have bur one Neck, Do you 
mean this? for it is very uſeful and 
virtuous toward the attainment «f 
Pullick Tranquility and the ends of G4 
vernmes', Athird is the Neceſliy 
of the Calf, which in this Caſe woull 
b< very con(iderable to the Magiſtrate, 
For the Calves of the Legs being 
p'aced behind where they are altogs 
ther unuſeful,it were neceſſary in ſoms 
men$opinion , to place the Calf > 
ther betore for detenſe,lcit men (hould 
break their Shins by making more hal 
then good (peed. You may then reckon 
Neceſſity of State, to which in for 
mer times 'twas uſnal to oppoſe Im- 
poſſibility : and of kin to theleis Ne- 
cc ſity that has no Law, and that Ne 
ceſſiry where the King loſes his Right, 
that is when nothing is to be had. 
And laſtly, ch-re is one ſort of men 
for whoſe fake there is a common 
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Abſolute Neceſſity they ſhould have 


good Memories, I have thus fr gra- 
tified your indifiniteneſs by this enu- 
meration that you may henceforward 
pick and chuſe a Neceſhey as you ſhall 
ſee occaſion. And ia the meaa time, 
that I may farniſh you with a 
Chriſten- name as well as a Sir-name, 
andiet you op for an Author, you may 
pleaſe henceforward ro write your ſelf 
Mr, Neceſs:ty Bayes. Bar though the 
Neceſſity you ſpeak of does more or 
leſs partake of all or moſt of choſe I 
have mention'd , it ſeems to me ra- 
ther reducible to that of the Calf. 
That is to ſay, You do hereby ſeem 
to imagine, that Providence ſhould 
have contrived all things according 
to the utmoſt perfeRion , or thar 
which you conceive would haye been 
moſt to your purpoſe, Whereas in 
the ſhape of Mans body, ano in the 
frame ot the world, there are many 
thrngs indeed lyable co ObjeRicn, 
and which might have been berter if 
we ſhould give ear to proud and cu- 
rious Spirits, Bur we muſt never» 


theleſs be conteat yvith ſuch bodies, 
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2nd to inhabit ſuch an Earth agit hy 
pleaſe God to allot us, Andſoaly 
in the Government of the World, 
ie were deſirable that men migh liye 
in perpetual Peace, in a ſtate of good 
Nature, without Law or Magiſtrae, 
becauſe by the univerſal equity and 
re&itude of manners they would he 
ſupecſluous. And had God intend. 
ed it (o, it would ſo have ſucceed- 
ed, and he would have (way'd and 
temper'd the Mind and Aﬀetions of 
Mankind ſo that their Innocence 
ſhould have expreſſed rhat of the 
Angels, and the Tranquility of his 
Dominion here below ſhould have 
reſembled that ia Heaven, But al:s! 
that ſtate of perte&tion was diflolv'd 
ja the firſt Inſtance , and was ſhorter 
liv'd than Anarchy, ſcarce of one 
days continuance, And ever fince 
the firſt Brother Sacrificed the other 
toR: venge, becavſe his Offering was 
better accepted, Slaughter and War 
has made up halt che bulineſs in the 

World , ans oftentimes upon the 

ſame quarrel, and with like ſucceſs, 

So that as God has hitherto, in _ 
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of an Eternal Spring, a ſtanding 
Serenity , and peerpetual Sun-ſhine, 
ſubjeted Mankind to the diſmal jn- 
fluence of Comets from above, ro 
Thunder, and Lightning, and Tem- 
peſts from the middle Region , and 
from the lower Surtace. to the raging 
of the Seas, and the tottering of 
Exth quakes, beſide all other the in- 
nymerable calamities ro which hu- 
mane life is expoſed . he has in like 
magner diflingoilh gghe Government 
of the World by the, intermitting 
ſeaſons of Diſcord ,* War, and pub- 
lick Diſturbance, Neither has he (0 
order'd it only (as men_endeayonr to 
expreſs it ) by meer permiffion, bur 
ſometimes out of Complacency. For 
though it may happen that both the 
Parties may be guilty of War, as both 
of Schilme, yet there are many caſes 
in which War is juſt, and ſew however 
where there is not more Juſtice 0n one 
lide then the other, To repel! an In- 
valioa from abroad, or extinguiſh an 
Ufarpation at bame would not require 
along tation with Conſcience. 
The Feas themifelves learnt at laſt 
N - tat

that *twas lawful to fight a battel on 
the Sabbath day, rather then ſubmit 
their throats to the Enemy : And had 
all Sefaries been of the opinion of 
ſome Anabaptiſts and o:hers , that all 
War'is unlawful, they would have 
afforded matter rather of derifion then 
diſturbance, Nevettheleſs it is moſt 
certain, that Tranquillity in Govem- 
ment is by all juſt means to be ſought 
after, and it might eafily be atrain' 
and preſerved , did thoſe that moſt 
pretend to it ſincerely labour it. But 
Men have oftcotimes, as I have partly 
ſhowd you in your own Dodtine, 
other Eads ok Government , and that 
to compaſs them require other 
Means then will conſiſt with ſo ſpe- 
cious a Title, How ſhovld ſuch per- 
ſons arrivear their defign'd port , but 
by diſturbance > for it there were a 
dead calm always, and the Wind blew 
from no corner, there would be no 

avigation, You will objett perhaps, 
and I ſtand correRed ,” that chough 
there thould not be a breath of air, it 
might be performed by Galleys : and 
tis inceed the very thing propoſed in 
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your Eccleſi:ſftical Politie , that you 
might be row'd 1n ſtate over theOcean 
of Publick Tranquillity by the publick 
Slavery, Burt. becauie you. are ſubr / 
jet ro miſconſtrue even true Engliſh, 
1will explaia my felt as diſtin&ly as I 
can, and as clole as pc iſhole what is 
mine own opimon in this-matter of 
the Magiſt:ate and Govcrameat z tl:at 
ſeeing | have. blamed you where I 
thought you blarhe- worthy, you may 
haves fair hold of me roo, if you 
can find where to fix your | Accu- 
ſation. 

The Power of the Magiſtrate does 
\moſt certainly 'iſtue from the 'Divme 
Authotity, © The Obedience due to 
that Power is by D.vine Commands 
nd Subjeas are bound both as Men 
and as Chriſtians ro obey the Magi- 
ſtrate Actively in all things where their 
Duty tro God intercedes not , and 
bowever Paffively, thar is either by 
leaving their Countrey, or if they 
cannor do that (che Magiſtrate or the 
realon of their own occaſions hindring 
them) then by ſuffcring patiently at 
tome, withour giviog the leaſt pub- 
N 2 lick 
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lick diſturbance. But the Diſpute 
concerning the Magiſtrates Power 
ought to be ſuperfluous : for that it 
is certainly founced upon his Com. 
miffion from God , and tor the moſt 
part ſufficiently fortified with all by. 
mane advantages There tc few 
Soveraign Princes ſo abridged, but 
thar, it they be nor cont-.ntes, they 
may envy their own Fortune. But 
the modeſter Queſtion (it mea will 
needs be medling with matters above 
them) would be how far it is adviſa- 
ble tora Prince co exert and pulh the 
rigour of tha> Power which no man 
can deny him z Fur Princes, as ef 
derive the Right of Succeſhon fro 

their Anceſtors, ſo they ini.erit from 
that ancient and illuſtrious extraRtion, 
a Generofity that runs in the Blood 
above the allay of the reft of mankind, 
And being moreover at ſo much eaſe 
of Honour and Forrune, thar they are 
free from the Gripes ot Avarice an4 
Twinges ot Ambition , they arc the 
more diipoſed to an univerſal Benig- 
nity toward their Subjeas, What 


Prince that ſees ſo many millions of 
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men; either labouring induſtriouſly 
toward his Reveaue, or adventuring 
their Lives in his Service, and all of 
them pertorming his Commands with 
a religious obedience , bur cunceives 
arthe ame timea relenting tenderneſs 
over them, w hereof? others out of the 
nacrowneſs of their Minds cannot be 
capable ? Bur if-rhis gracious Tem- 
per be inconſiſtent with the Nature and 
Erds of Government, it betoves them 
t» be aware, and by the rougher me- 
thods to provide for their ownand the 
Peopies | Hg, For though Prin- 
ces are not, as in ſome barbarous parts - 
of the world, (worn as 'twere upon the 
Almanack, and violate their Corona- 
tia Oath , unleſs the ſeaſons of the 
Year be very punRual , yet (abaring 
only for any extraordinary accident 
from Heaven) they are reſponſible to 
him that gave them cheic Commiſſion 
lor the happineſs or iatelicity of cheir 
dubjects duriug the term of their Go- 
vernment, Ic is within their Power, 
cepends upon their Counſels, and they 
cannot fail of a proſperous Reign, but 
dy a miſtaken choice betwixt Rigour 
N 3 or 
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or Moderation. But whoever ſhall 
c:ſt his eye thorow the Hiſtory of all 
Ages, will find ebat nothing has al- 
wayes (vcceeded better with Princes 
then the Clemency of Government: 
and that thoſe, on the contrary, who 
have taken the ſanguinary courſe, haye 
been unfortunate to themlelves znd 
the people, the conſequences not be- 
ing {eparable, For whether that Royal 
and Magninimous gentleneſs ſpring 
from a propenſity of their Nature, or 
be*acquircd and confirmed by good 
and prudent conſideration, it draws 
along with it a!l the efte&s of Policy, 
The wealth of a Shepherd depends 
upon the mulricude ot his flock, the 
goodn:ſs of their Paſture, and the 
Quietneſs of their feeding : and 
Princes, whoſe dominion over min- 
kindreſembles in ſome meaſure that 
of man over other creatures, cannot 
expe any conſiderable increaſe to 
themſelves , if by continual terrovr 
they amaze, ſhatter , and hare theit 
People, driving them into Woods, 
& running them vpon Precipices. Nay 


even if this fimilitude were purſue 
to 
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tothe uttermoſt, and the Abſolute and 
lalimited Power over rational beings 
were ſo defirable as ſome, for their 
own finiſter ends, will alwayes be ſug- 
oeſting to Governois, there is not any 
fi proper and certata way of attaining 
it, 25 by this lofrneſs of handling, It 
mendo bur compute how charming an 
efficacy one Word,and more one good 
Action has from -a Superior upon 
thoſe under him, it can ſcarce be 
reckon'd how Powerful a Magick there 
sina Prince who thall by a conſtnc 
tenour of humanity in Government 
20 on daily gaining upon tle affections 
ofhis People. There is not any Pris 
viledge ſodear, but it may be extorred 
from SubjeRs by good uſage, and by 
keeping them alwayes up in their good 
bumour, I will not {ay what one 
Prince may compals within his own 
lime, or what a ſecoa1, though ſurely 
muck may be done : but it is enough 
fa great and durabledefiga be accom 
piſh d in the third Lite,and, ſuppoſing 
an hereditary (ucceſon 'of any three 
taking up ſtill where che other lefr, 
and dealing (till in thar fair and render 
N 4 way 
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way of management, it is impoſſible 
but that even without reach or-intes- 
tion upon the Princes part, all ſhould 
fall into his hand , and in ſo ſhort a 
time the very memory or thoughts of 
any ſuch thing as Publick liberty 
would, as it were by conſent, expire 
and be for ever extinguiſh'd, So that, 
whatever the Power of the Magiſtrate 
be in the Inſtitution , it is much (afer 
for them not ro do that with the Left 
hand which they may do with the 
Right, nor by an Extraordinary what 
they may effect by the Ordinary way 
of Governmenr, A Prince that goes 
to the Top of his Power is like him that 
ſhall go to the Bottom of his Trea- 
ſure» And therefore it is very unad- 
viſable however co pur a great ſtrels 
upon little things, and where the Obe- 
dience will not countervail the Expe- 
riment, Irislike a man that knits 
all his force tothrow an inconfiderable 
weight : he both ſtrains. his arm with 
it, falls ſhort and makes no impreſhon; 
whereas he that chuſes a juſt weight, 
does neither find himſelf the weaker 
aſter he has dcliver'd it, and _—_ 
the 
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helength he aim'd-ar; And this I 
doubt has been the caſe ia laying on ſa 
much load upon account of things at 
beſt only indifferent and ceremomious, 
Butas it is the Wiſdom and Virtue of 
1Prince torule in this manner , ſo he 
hath that advantage that his ſafety 
herein is fortified by his Duty , and 
25 being a Chriſtian Magiſtrate , he 
has the ſtronger obligation upon him 
to govern his Subjects in-this Chri- 
ſtan manner, Evenduring the Law 
under the Mofaical diſpenſation,in that 
regall Chapter of the 19th. of Dete- 
rmy, it is ſolemnly commanded 
that when the King fits upon the 
Throne of his Kingdome , he ſhall 
write him a Copy of the Law in a 
Book out of that which is before the 
Peſts the Levites, and it ſhall be with 
him, and he ſhall read thereia all the 
dayesof his life, that he may learn to 
fearthe Lord his God, to keepall the 
words of the Law, and theſe Statutes 
todo them:thar his heart be not lifted 
wpover his brethren, and that he turn 
notalide from the commandment to 
the right hand or to the left, co the nd 
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he may prolong his dayes ia the Kings 
dom, he and his children, And though 
our Saviour came to. abrogate_ the 
Ceremonial part of the Law, yer this 
was ſo cflential ro the Magiſtrates 
duty , that he confirmed an4 eſtz- 
bliſh'd it ſtronger by his Do&trine, He 
declares indeed, that thoſe Chriſtians 
are Bleſſed who are perſccuted for 
Righteouſneſs ſake, and when men 
ſhall revile, perſecute and ſay all man- 
ner of evil againit chem : but it does 
not therefore follow .that the Magi- 
ſtrate by fulfilling that PrediRtion does 
ain any of the Beatitudes, Rather he 
is invit”d to the contrary courſe, for 
as much as the Mercitul are blefled, for 
they ſhall obtain mercy, and bleſſed 
are the Meek for they thall inherit the 
earth, And ſo, inthe 13 to the Bs- 
mans, Where the duty of the Subjet 
is ſo fully and excellently deſcribed, 
'tis nzvertHeleſs 3s to the Magiſtrate 
ſaidthat he is not, which1s to ſay, he 
ought not to be a terrour to good 
works, but roche evil. Neither isIt 
fair for any man to ſpeak as rhougi 


our Saviour had ia a mann; baiked 
the 
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the whole buſinels of the Magiſtr;tes 
div intermixed with his juriſdiction, 
For whatſoever Chr: did generally 
ditate , unleſs where he ſpeaks to 
mea under the expres capecity and 
notion of Subjects, is equally bound 
upon the Magiſtrate as well as the 
People, And where he cCenounces, 
Woe to them rthar ſhall offend one of 
his little ones that believe in him, and 
whoſo doth it . that it were betrer for 
him that a Milſtone were hang d about 
hisneck, and that he were drown'd in 
theSca, is ſaid without reſcrvation 
either to Prince or SubjeRt, - Neither 
where the Apoſtle Pax! ſpeaks of the 
tib»lation which God recompences 
to the troublers of Chriſtianity , is 
there any exempt Juriſdiction to be 
pleaded, The Power of Princes is not 
improperly reſembled and derived 
coun by Paternal Authority, and 
that which a Maſter hath in his Fami- 
ly : and inthe 6th, to the Epheſians 
were the rules are given of domeſtick 
obedience, yet both Parents are forbid 
too from provoking their children to 
wath, and Maſters that they co nor 
threaten 
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threaten their Servants. Indeed g. 

though Chriſt did not aſſume anearth,

jiion of any DoQtine whatſoever for 
the preſerving of its authority ; yer 
werethe Magiſtrate does clath with 
the rules and ends of Chriſtianity , ke 
& $of conſequence ſubvert his own 
power, and unvermine his own Foun- 
ion;not by any maligniry that there 
finthe Religion , bur by a diſtin& 
ehcacy that it has in y_—_— ir 
ſelf thorow all oppofition, But when 
cace Chriſtianity had in this regular 
nd Cireft way obtained the Sove- 
gary, Eccleſiaſtical perſons in whoſe 
teeping the Counterparts of Chti- 
lin Doctrine, and cxamp!/e are moſt 
roperly depoſited , began exceed» 
nglyro degenerare, For the fortner 
uncerity and devotion of the Teachers, 
lyned with cheir abMnence from 
riches 
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fiches or ſecular honours and imploy 
ments,: had, as it wi't do always, re: 
der'd them'in the opinion of othe 
worthy of 'that which they moſt con 
temn'd and avoided, and by how muc 
they fled they were the more (0 
low'd by a dzvout Liberality :.

And when the beſt Fun- 
gion was by theſe means the worſt 
corrupted, ſo far have t.iey been from 
returning to the good and ancient 
mayes of Chriſtianity , that all their 
ncevours have bent to the eſtabliſhing 
of their iniquity by Laws, and pro- 
pagating ic by the moſt indirect me- 
thods ot humane Policy, They have 
ſtrove conſtantly to make all Refor- 
mation , rot ouly ridiculous but im- 
poſſible; and to draw Princes into 
their Confederacy, Unto which cnd 
ithough they had accumulated the 
wealth of moſt Kingdoms 1nto their 
own Coſfe1s, and graliped at all Jurif- 
ci&on, as oft as there was any tear 
of a Reſormation, they have been 
rey liberal 1g2in of Power and Trea- 
ſure to Ciſpoſe and inable the Magt- 
ſtrate to War and Violence, There 
have never been wanting among them 
luch as would ſet the Magiſtrate upon 
the Pinnacle of the Temple, and ſhow- 
Ig him all the Power, Wealth, and 

O Glory 
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Glo:y of the Kingdoms of the Earth, 
have-proffer'd the Ptince all (o he 
he would be temptcd to fall downand 
worſhip them. So that the Eccle. 
faſtical Wiſdom has reſcmbled that 
after the Deluge, which having once 
waſh'd the World clean from thathlth 
of Luxury and Impiety that it had in 
ſo long a time been contrating men 
thouzht it wonderful Politick, inſtead 
of truſting to Gods promiſe, and fol- 
lowing Rizhtcouſneſs tt e only (ecg- 
ity azainſt Gocs judgments, toerect 
an impregnable Babel of Power , that 
ſhou!d reach ro-Heaven, Bur all ſuch 
vain attemptsare ſti]l by the Divine 
Providence tu:n'd into confuſion, In 
the mean time Nations, it 1s trae, 
have by this means been run up into 
Schiſmes, Hereſies, and Rebellions 
which are indeed crimes of the higheſt 
nature, and of the moſt pernicious 
conſequence; bur conot in the leaſt 
diminiſh , yea rather aggravate the 
euile of thoſe mea who have alwayes 
deſign'd to ſecure their own milde- 
meanors by publick oppreſſion, For 
*1Govyernmecnts and Societies of _ 
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2nd ſo the Eccleſiaſtical, do in proceſs 
of long time gather an jrregularity , 
and wear away much of cheir primi- 
tive inftirution, And therefore the 
true wiſdom of all Ages hath been to 
review at fir periods thoſe errouts , 
deleas or exceſles, thar have inſen(1- 
bly crep: on into the Publick Admi- | 
niſtration ; to bruſh the duſt of the 
Wheels, and oyl chem again, or it ir 
be found adviſable to chuſe a fer of 
new 0'es. And this Reformacion 1s 
moſt ealily and with leaſt diſturyance 
tobeeffeted by the Society it (elf, 
ro ſingle men being forbidden by any 
Magiſtrate to amend their own man- 
ners, and much more all Societies 
having the liberty to bring themſelves 
within compaſs, But it men them- 
klves (hall omir their duty in this 
matter; the only juſt and lawſul way 
remains by the Magiſtrate, .who , ba- 
ring the greateſt truſt and intereſt in 
prelerving the publick wellfare",' had 
need take care to redreſs in good fe2- 
ſon whatſoever corruptions chat may 
danger and infe&t the Governtnenr, 
Otherwiſe, if the Society it ſelf (ball 
O 3 be 
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be ſo far from correRing its own exor- 
bitances, as to Cetend them even to 
the offence and invaſion of the Uni. 
verſalityz and it Princes ſhall no 
rake rhe advantage of their crrours to 
reduce them to reaſon; this work, 
being on both {:des neglected, falls to 
the Peoples ſhare, from which God 
deſend every good Government, For 
though all Commoticns be unlawful, 
yer by chis means they prove unavoi. 
dable, Inall thins that are inſenfible 
there is neverthelels a natural force 
;| vayes opcrating to expel and rejet 
whatſoever is contrary to their ſubſi 
ſtence, And the ſenſible bur brutiſh 
creatures heard together as if it werein 
counſel againſt their common incor- 
vemtences, and imbo!den'd by their 
multitude, rebel evea again Man their 
Lordand Maſter, And ihe Commen 
People in a'l places partake fo much 
of Senſe and Nature, that, could they 
beim32tncd and contrived to be ir 
tional, yet they would ferment and 
tumultuace at laſt for their own prefer- 
vation, Yet neither do they want the 
uſe of Reaſon, and perhaps their ag- 
oregated 
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oregated Judgment diſcerns moſt tru- 
Ty the errours of Government, toraſ- 
| Enuachas they are the fi:{t ro be ſure 
that mart under them, In this only 
 Wihey come to be ſhorr-figthted, rhar 
 Ethoogh they know the Diteaſes, they 
| rnderſtand not the Reme/ies, and 
 Wihough good Patients, thicy ae 1! 
| Phyſicians, The hlagiſtrate only :$ 
 Mzhorized, qualified, and capable to 
\Ynakea juſt and efteftual Reformation, 
- Wand eſpecially among the Eccleſ12- 
» Wiiicks, Forinall expericnce, as fr 
s W651 can remember, they have never 
> Wiocen forward to fave the Prince that 
lbour, Itchey had,there would have 
been no Wickliffe, no Huſſe, no Luther 
Hiſtory, Or at leaſt, upon ſo no- 
le an emergency as the laſt, the 
hurch of Remwe would then in the 
ouncil of Trent have thought of re- 
alying it ſelf in good earneſt, that it 
night have recover'd its ancient cha- 
ater : whereas it left the (ame dcivi- 
ons much wider , and the Canriſtian 
People cf the world to (ſuffer , Prote- 
- $-2ts uncer Popiſh Governo:s, Popith 
e cer Proteſtants , racher then ler 20 
O 3 any 
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any point of intereſſed Ambition, 
The inſtznces made by the Empe- 
rour,and by the King of France, with 
their Propoſals for Reformation, the 
indevours of ſundry great and religious 
Preiates, and among the reſt the 
Arch-biſhop of Grenada, whom | 
named ona former occaſion, all came 
to nothing : andT wiſhour latertimes 
did not fu;niſh vs with parallels of the 
ſame nature, What I have faid thu; 
far concerning the Eccleftaſticks, [ 
heve ſaid with great regret ; and it 
would be yet greater did not the im- 
putation upon ſuch particular perſons 
a$are cu'pable on theſe accounts et of 
the multicude of thofe that are com- 
mendable or the contrary with a fuller 
luſtre. But as to our Church, : 
wiſh that none therein could come 
within this reflexion, yet truly there 
are not ſo many notorious defects in 
its Government, that any can ſaſpe 
me to have dire&ed this diſcourſe to 
to thole Reverend perſons that are the 
Guides of it 5 and who, if they would 
but add a little more moderation to 
their great prudence , might quay 
m 
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mend what is to be mended, to the 
oreat quiet of themielves, and cdift- 
cation of the People, In this one 
matter only of the Ceremonial Con- 
us & trove: fie tn ouc Church, I muſt con- 
he fels my want of capacity, which [ 
LE have reaſon in ail other thinss to ac- 
el knowledge ; and though indeed our 
oF Ecclefia'tical Governouts hav= the 
ef Law herein ypon their 1:16, it beficced 
5 them however to have ſeen that the 
[F ciſpute ſhou!d have been managed 
tH even on their part with more hum 
-F nity: which having been otherwiſe, 
SY hs dravn me as it might any man 
{i ee beyond mine own ciffidence to 
* ſay what I chought expedient. Even 
' the Church of Rowe, which cannot be 
[Y thoughe the moſt neg'igent of things 
'F that concern her intereſt, docs nor, 
'F that] know of, lay any great ſtreſs 
F upon Rituals and Ceremonials, ſo 
men agree in Doqrine : nor do I 
F remember that they have perſecuted 
any upon that account , but left the 
ſeveral Churches in the Priviledge of 
their own faſhion. Inſomuch that in 
the very Ritual of the Maſs, tre 
O 4 moſt 
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moſt religions part of their Worſhip, 
the Moſarabe Ceremonies are allow'q 

where formcrly praQtiied , in which 
Horſes and Fencings are intrucuced 
aſter the manner ot the Moores, which 
Antonius of Valtellina ati! med to have 
a great Myſtcrie and Signihication 
in them, but that thereby that 
Maſs ſo differ'd from the Roman 
that no 18al{-» would think it wee 
a Maſs, ſhould he fee it celebrated, 
I have as much as poſſible difingaged 
my mind from all Bias and Parnality, 

to think how or what prudence men 
of ſo great Piety and Learning as the 
Guides of our Church couls find out 
allalong, ic being now near an Hun- 
dred and fiity years, to pre(s on and 
continue ſt!1] impoſitions in theſe mat- 
rers, On the Non-contormiſts part 
It 15 plain that they have periiſted in 
this diſpute , becauſe they have, or 
think chey have the direct authority 
of Scripture on their ſide, and to keep 
themſelves as remote as might be 
from the return of thar Religion, from 
which they had retormed : whereas 
on the other fide, in the former times 
R12cur 
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Rigour Was heighten'd with Rigour, 
-nd Innovation mulrip!: ved by lano- 
ration, that no man can conyeture 
where it would have ended. Bur 
whatever delgn the Ecclefraſtical 
Iſtruments minaged, tis yer tome 
the greateſt 111 (teri in the w-rld how 
heCivil Magiſtrate could be peri wa- 
id to interels himſelt with a!l the 
ſeverity of 115 power in a matter (0 
mnneceſſary , fo trivial, and fo print- 
ciaus to the publick quier, For had 
things been Icir in their own ſtare of 
"od fRerency , it is well known that 
he Engliſh Nation 1s generally n«1- 
ther {0 void of Un_& flanding, Civt- 
ity , Obedtenc» , or De: vorion, bur 
ta they would long 120 have volun- 
tary cloted 2nd filn naturzliy into 
thole reverent manners of Worthip 
which would fu; hciently have expr-ſt 
and ſuite with their Relio:9n, - And 
When tiin%s were carried on to an 
extraorcin ay height by the Rulers of 
theChurch , they ſuflered long, and 
evento extremity 3 which is as much 
5 could by any M29iſtrate be expe- 
Red, ualeis that roo were made 
Ciime, 
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Crime, and they muſt ſuffer {6 
ſuffering, Iris true at laſt men pro- 
ceeded beyond the bounds of Chri. 
ſtiaa Moderation and Patience ; and 
there fell out thoſe diſmal effed, 
which, if they cannot be forgotten, 
ought to be alwayes deplored, alwayes 
avoided, To conclude this matter 
thus far , there is n» Command in 
Scripture that injoyns the Chriſtian 
Magiſtrate to lay any ſuch Impoli. 
tions : and that Promiſe , that Kin 

fhall be nur(ing-fathers ts the Church, is 
{o far from warranting any (uct! thing, 
that it rather implyes the contrary 
neither that they ſhould fo pamper 
the Clergy and humour their weak. 
neſſes, as to forget that in our Church 
the National multitude is more pro- 
perly included , and that as Narfing 
Fathers they ought to be carciul leſt 
they overlay any of their Children, 
Thoſe therefore that aſcribe an Abſo- 
Jute and Unlimited Power tothe Ma- 
giſtrate, will not I hope deny them, 
peremptorily, to proceed within the 
Bounds of cheir own Diſcretion, And 


it our Saviour has reſerved ſome caſes 
to 
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to his own JoriſdiQion, as I ſhall treat 
hereafter, no Prince I hope will think 
ira di-minution, but that rather he is 
the <'y Ciſcharged, and eaſed of that 
pc + Government wherein there 
we:1d have been the moſt troudle,and 
can be the leaſt advantage, 

And that can be only in Caſe of 
Conſeiece, Which is the ſecond thing 
that in your pleatant and droling man- 
ner you have choſe to inſiſt upon, I 
have in ſome mealure ſhown you, 
Mr. Nece(sity Bayes 1 how many abſur- 
cities you have incurred in managing 
the Abſolute and Unlimited Eccle- 
fiaſtical Power of the Magiſtrate as 
well as Civil, That you may the 
more exalr that , you continue as in 
your former Books to revile and de- 
bale Conſcience, ſothat you may put 
tout of Countenance, and out of all 


good conceit with ir ſelf, Moſt wens rc. Pol. 
minds or Conſciences , you have ſaid, P:7- 


art weak, filly and ignorant things, atted 
by fond and bſurd Principles, You 
lay, men talk of it as of ſome diſtiniF# 
Puppet within them,or as if it were a Pope 
in their Bellies ; whereas Conſcience , 
you 
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you ſay, is an indeterminate thing, and 
has no more certtinaſien'fication then the 
linking of a Bell, that is 4s EVEery man 
fancies, Tunderſtand Sir, whar you 
means As the fo:l thinks, ſs the Con- 
ſciencetinks. Commend me to you, 
Mr. Bayes, for a good Conſcience- 
maker. Whothat were in his wits 
would trouble himſelf with a thing fo 
inconſiderable> And yer the milchief 
is, that this is that by which every 
man muſt be excuſed or accuſed, But 
the good again of that miſchief is, 
that this will have no effect ill the 
Day of Judgment. Inthe men time 
I cake itI aflure you to be as {crious a 
thing,as you would make it ridiculous; 
and what I fancy by it, is Humane 
Reaſon guided by the Scripture in 
order to Salvation, What you de. 
termine it to be, 1s to be (een more 
particularly in the third Chapter of 
your Pecleſiaſtical Politie , and ſum- 
marily in the Contents : and you 
reproach me for repreſenting it as if 
you there confined the whole duty of Con- 
ſctence to the inward thoughts of the 
Mind and its perſwaſions z and this (to 
avoid 
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zvoid tediouſneſs, and that I may nor 
return your immodelt an(wer) I (hall 
refer to the Reader. If as there you 
ſay : the Inward Actions of the Mind, 
and Matiers of meer Conſcience be made 
terms Convertible, it cdankind have 
« Liberty of Conſcience as far as concerns 
their Fudgments but not their Praftiſes 
if the Nature of Chriſtian Liberty relate 
tour Thouzhts, and not to our Aftions x 
if Chriſtian Liberty conſiſt in the Reſt au- 
ration of the Mind of Man t0 its watural 
Lilerty from the Tels of the Ceremonial 
Law; I durſt almoſt cruſt your (elf, 
though I have no great inducement 
toconfide in you, with the arbitration 
betwixt us.
